Biaffon  was  not  lefs  terrific  than 
Deffalines  ; this  lafl,  and  Touiffaint 
Loverture,  leagued  themfelves  with 
a chief  of  the  army,  named  Jean 
Francois,  and  rcfolved  to  depofe 
Biaffon,  whom  they  fept  prifoaer  to 
St.  Auguftine,  where  he  died  in  def- 
pair.  Touiffaint  Lovertur 
became  the  only  chief  of  the  col 
but  a deep  laid  fcheme  of  Dcffali 
and  a man  of  the  name  of  Chrlf- 
'opbe,  overturned  the  projedls  of 
Touiffaint  Loverture,  who  was  ar- 
refted  and  fent  to  France.  Deffa- 
linus,  by  flow  degrees,  fhook  off  all 
authority  ; he  forined  for  himfelf  a 
guard  and  a flaff,  with  which  he 
took  potreffion  of  the  head  quarters 
of  the  infurgeius,  commanded  the 
incendiaries,  and  prefided  at  their 
inaffjcres.
